ies, has asked 
farmers to help ( 
search for some 
of the 10 tons of 
meteorites that 
strike the earth 
each year. Plows 
often uncover 
the unearthly 
stones, making 
farms a prime 
source of finds. 

Moore, who was part of the team that ana¬ 
lyzed the moon rocks, studies meteorites for 
insights into the origins of our solar system. 
He has hunted them for 30 years and offer? 
farmers these guidelines for distinguishing a 
space rock from the domestic variety: 

First, meteorites weigh one and a half to 
three times as much as comparable earth 
rocks. Second, meteorites are smooth and of¬ 
ten have small depressions, like a child s 
thumbprints in soft clay. And they develop a 


black or brown 
crust during 
their fiery trip 
through the 
earth's atmo¬ 
sphere. Finally, 
meteorites are 
up to 90 per¬ 
cent iron-nickel 
alloy and will 
attract a mag¬ 
net. If a speci¬ 
men meets 
these descrip¬ 
tions, it may be 
a meteorite. 

Dr. Moore in¬ 
vites all mete¬ 
orite hunters to 
pack their prey 
securely and send it to the center for further 
analysis. If the rock is indeed a meteorite, the 
center's scientists will assess its worth and 
make an offer. Finds from a new site can fetch 
$400 to $500, regardless of size. 

The testing service is free and the center 
will return objects mistaken for meteorites. 
Send samples to Dr. Carleton B. Moore, Center 
for Meteorite Studies, Arizona State Universi¬ 
ty, Tempe, Arizona 85287.

Let’s all make an effort to participate in 
as many FTA Qys as we can. 

A complete report on the Spring Series Flys 
is presented herein on pp. 8-9. A complete report 
on the Summer Series Flys will be presented in 
the next issue of this NEWSLETTER, which will 
be published after the third Summer Series Fly.

DESCRIBE YOUR BIRDS 

It's important that we all, as breeders of 
aying tipplers, describe, in a general way, the 


family or strain of tipplers that we Dreed and fly. 
The description does not have to overly long or 
commplicated—just a general statement will do. 

Here, for example, is how I would describe 
my family of birds: "The birds that I (S. R. 
Powell) breed and fly are descended from birds I 
obtained from Stanley Ogozalek. These birds are a 
synthesis of the Davies, Hughes, Carnew, 
Batholomew and Ogozalek strains. These birds 
tend to fly very high and are what I would call 
smart birds. They tend to be dark in color—hlack, 
black check, blue bar, dark grizzle, with an 
occasional light print or yellow and sometimes a 
red mottle. Since they tend to go way up, even on 
their first couple times in the air, I sometimes 
lose a few young birds, but after they are settled, 

I rarely lose any young birds—unless it's to a 
Cooper's Hawk. I have never lost an old hird in 
the air." 

Why is it important that we all describe in 
a general way our family of birds? Two reasons: 
(1) it's interesting reading for those of us who now 
breed and fly tipplers, (2) it's important for the 
recorded history of the sport. Wouldn't it be 
interesting to read written descriptions of the 
birds that were bred and flown by 100 diffe ent 
tippler fanciers who lived, for example, in 1890? A 
hundred years from now, those who breed and fly 
tipplers after all of us are long gone will find our 
descriptions of our families of birds to be of great 
interest. So get busy. Write down a general 
description of your family of birds and send it in 
to the Acting Secretary and we'll publish it in the 
NEWSLETTER just for the record.

An "aggregate" fly diploma 
will be awarded to the flyer. Official and Honor 
Systems, with the highest aggregate time, all flys 
included, for the year.

Milan Kobulsky (3321 State Road, Medina, 
OH 44256) phoned on 04-24-1990 and expressed his 
thanks for the FTA diplomas that he had just 
received for his 1989 FTA fly accomplishments. 
Milan was awarded four “regular" diplomas (more 
than any other FTA member last year) and the 
1989 o fficial system Aggregate Diploma. Very 
impressive, and this is only Milan's fifth year of 
flying tipplers. Milan has two kits of old birds 
that he will fly this year (4 hens and 5 cocks), as 
well as 26 young birds so far that he plans to fly 
in the 1990 FTA competition flys. Two of his 
very good old hens he may have lost in an overfly 
recently because the kit was spooked, just as they 
were about to land at dark, by a passing flock of 
Canadian Geese. Milan: “success with tipplers 
depends 50% on the birds and 50% on the man who 
flys them.’ We talked about the difficulties of 
settling young birds and about the various strains 
of tipplers. Milan: “I have many kinds of tipplers: 
some Canadians, some from Europe, some from 
Oskar Zovich, and my own kind. I put name bands 
on my tipplers, and sometimes after an overfly 
people call me from 40 miles away to tell me that 
they have found one of my birds. I also raise and 
fly Budapest Highflyers and I never lose one of 
them,"

THE “ZONE 2* QUESTION 

The question of the “Zone 2" fly schedule 
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has been brought up recently and I will present 
hereafter what I (SRP) know about the question. 

In his letter to me of April 6, 1990, Michael 
Beat asked about the "36 degrees North latitude’ 
designation that I used in the 04-20-1990 FT A 
NEWSLETTER in the article entitled "Fly Your 
Tipplers" (that article has subsequently been 
published in the APJ: April 1990, p. 20). Here is 
what I reported to Michael Beat: 

"Regarding the Zone 2 designation: As far 
as I know (and I have good reason to believe that 
I am well informed on the matter), the Zone 2 fly 
system was never formally approved by the FT A. 
It was promulgated by Felix Khan and announced 
bo the FT A membership (in the January 1989 and 
April 30, 1989 TIPPLER TALES). Whatever Felix 
Khan's reasons for dividing up the country as he 
did, he did not, as far as I know, use the specific 
designation '36 degrees North Latitude' in any of 
his discussions of Zone 2. He did, however, draw a 
computer map that appeared to me to more or less 
divide the country at 36 degrees North Latitude. 
And so, for the sake of clarity in refering to that 
dividing line—and not for any other reason—I took 
out a detailed map of the USA and determined 
that the line that Felix had used appeared to be 
more or less at 36 degrees North Latitude, and so 
I used that specific latitude in referring to the 
dividing line between the two zones...." 

In 1989, only one flyer, Joe Kelly, entered 
any of the eight Zone 2 Qys established by Felix 
Khan (all flys between October 14-15, 1989 and 
December 30-31, 1989). 

In his letter to me of 04-06-1990, Michael 
Beat comments on the Zone 2 system as follows: 
"I cannot give support to Zone 2...My intent is to 
fly birds for record times and to do it during the 
days available to me. My weather in June is 
typically very overcast until the afternoon. 
Temperatures do not usually rise too high until 
July-September. I live in the suburbs of Los 
Angeles and receive cool ocean breezes most of 
the afternoons. Fog is more of a problem than 
anything else..2 don't want myself in Zone 
2...Presently I'm training a kit of OB's to fly into 
the dark. For the past 3 weeks and for the next 
two I have flown 4 hours in training, the la* 1 ]/2 
hours in total darkness. This is how I intend to 
compete with the 'North Boys.'" 

m his letter to me of 04-18-1990, Michael 
Beat comments further on this matter: "...being 
here on the coast at an elevation of 120 feet the 
climate is completely dependent on the ocean. The 
weather largely remaining mild year round. This is 
the criteria I consider when trying to compare my 
location with others'. Any attempt to genearalize 
climate conditions could only be fraught with 
prohlems in a country as large as this one...."

TIPPLER NEWS FROM HOLLAND 

by John van der Wei, Y muiden, Holland 

Owing to personal circumstances I have not 
been in a position to spend as much time and put 
as much attention to my tipplers during the last 
six years as I would have liked to. Due to 
ill-health I cannot take part in competitions any 
more but instead I would like to tell the readers 
of P & PW someting of the Tippler fancy on the 
Continent during the last 25 years. 

Wl 
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Before the war there were quite a lot of 
Tippler fanciers in Holland (mostly concentrated in 
Amsterdam and Haarlem) but they were not 
organised in a ohih or union. One of the pioneers 
in the twenties was a Dr. van Aalst who was the 
first to my knowledge to publish some articles 
regarding flying Tipplers and to import F.T. from 
Great Britain. However it was August 7, 1948 
when 19 tipplermen from all over Holland came 
together in Amsterdam and founded the first F.T. 
union ever to have existed on the European 
Continent. Mr. Seelt was elected as the first 
President and the undersigned to become the first 
Secretary/Treasurer. As a matter of fact we did 
not know very much about training and feeding of 
F.T. for a fly and moreover we did not have the 
right birds as the ones we once possessed were 
lost during the war. We had very small Tipplers 
with very short beaks and called them 
■Macclesfields" whereas Tipplers with long beaks 
and legs were named "Leicesters.' Why this was 
nobody knew. I could tell you for hours about all 
that turned up and the hot discussions that 
followed. To name a few, some wished two 
different standards for these two types, some said 
the short beaks were not allowed to fly in the 
same competitions as the birds with long beaks. 
And more of this nonsense we can now heartily 
laugh about. But in those days we were very 
serious about it. 

Another point of discussion was the colours. 
We only knew Tipplers to be blue, grey or 
light-printed and yellows, reds, blacks or even 
whites could not be true F. Tipplers in the opinion 
of the Dutch fanciers. Having been a soldier in 
the British Army for quite some time I knew that 
this was not true and I told this to my friends. 
Nobody over here however would believe me. so I 
decided to put the old English proverb into 
practice that eating is the proof of the pudding. 
Somehow I came into contact with that great 
fancier, Ernie Matthews from Manchester, then 
Secretary of the A.E.T.S. He never seemed to get 
tired of the hundreds of questions I put before 
him and did his utmost to help us to the know-how 
and still better by sending many good flying 
Tipplers for absolutely nothing. 

So when in the ajtumn of 1948 I received 
the first blacks (I believe from the strains of the 
late Sam Billingham or Cyril Meredith) Reds, 
yellows and other colours I informed the members 
of our club to have a look. So I do remember very 
well the night when some of them stood 
open-mouthed and still not believeing watching 
F.T.’s in all different colours, some old hands 
even said these were not flying Tipplers,- Mr. 
Matthews had palled my leg. So again we had to 
prove it, this time, however, in the air. And this 
is just what we did and after the results in 1949 


and later years everybody was convinced. Later 
on Ernie sent me birds from the lofts of George 
Forth, George Eagle and others and on my many 
tripe to Manchester I always returned to Holland 
with Tipplers given to me by well-known fanciers 
such as jack Boden, Jack Heaton and others. 
Offspring from these birds imported in the early 
days went all over Holland, Belgium and later also 
to Western Germany, even to Czechoslovakia. 

We will always be very thankful to Ernie 
Matthews who now is about 70 years of age and is 
a well-known breeder of S.F. Tumhlers and 
Bohemian Pouters nowadays. Being an ardent lover 
of performing pigeons he also keeps some 
Birmingham Rollers. We wish him still many more 
years with his beloved pigeons. 

In 1957 I read an article in P & PW in 
which the late secretary of the N.T.U., Ernie 
Loach, mentioned the birds of Gordon Hughes 
being so small framed and flying so well. So I took 
the liberty of writing to Gordon as I always had 
fancied small flying Tipplers. Not long after this I 
had three of his breeding pairs in my loft and 
since then many more Tipplers of his famous 
strain followed. Here again I never had to pay for 
the birds; birds that have flown ten times over 19 
hours and now are holding the World Record for 
Young Birds with 18 hrs 7 mins since July 1, 1973. 

I am not sure as I have lost count but since 
1958 more than 50 breedirg pairs of the Hughes' 
strain went to Western Germany, Austria, 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia and East Germany and 
great times have been flown with the offspring. 
There must be tens of thousands of flying Tipplers 
of the well-known loft of Gordon Hughes 
everywhere on the Continent, all bred since 1959 
when the first couples went to a fancier in West 
Germany. 

In general we can say that 90 per cent of 
the flying Tipplers now flown in Europe have 
come from the loft of Ernie Matthews between 
1948 and 1958, the majority being the so-called 
Sheffield type (Billingham-Meredith-Speight-Eagle) 
or Manchester type (Joe Hall's and George 
Forth’s). I think I have had some Maccle sfi elds 
from Joe Davies as well as birds bred by Arthur 
Newton. But all of them came via Ernie Matthews 
into my loft and from there have been distributed 
to fanciers all over the Continent. After 1958 the 
only flying Tipplers I imported came from Gordon 
Hughes and of course, as told above, found their 
way to many fanciers. Last year a pair of my best 
blues arrived at the loft of a fancier in a country 
behind the iron curtain. Via Czechoslovakia some 
more Tipplers have found their way to ardent 
lovers of long-time flying. The names of Ernie 
Matthews and Gordon Hughes will be remembered 
forever to all those over here who love a 
performing pigeon. May I take the opportunity to 
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send my best greetings to ail my many friends in 
Great Britain.

GORDON HUGHES ON FLYING BIRDS IN THE 
DARK 

Reprinted below is an article by Gordon

FLYING TIPPLER TOPICS 
By Gordon Hughes, 160 Dean Street, Derby. 

Well, there is always something cropping up 
unexpectedly, and always something new 
happening in our sport, otherwise T am afraid I 
should be pushed in order to find something to 
write about. I would in this case like to write 
something about the training of Tipplers, 
particularly something about flying them in the 
dark. I should probably never have written this 
article except that a rumour came to my notice 
recently whereby some evil-wisher had been 
scandalising my name, and intimating that my 
birds should be carefully watched on competition 
day, as it would appear that as the rumour went 
around that they were in the habit of taking a 
peaceful nap on the roof, well out of sight, behind 
the chimney pots no doubt, after dark had set in, 
and then lo and behold, to come immediately down 
onto the loft when I turned the lights on. 

In the first place as you can imagine that 
as I surmise this has been said by fanciers who 
have no idea of how Tipplers are flown in the 
dark, and precious little knowledge of how to fly 
them in daylight either. But what astounded me 
more, was that fanciers who should have known 
better appeared to believe the rumour. Of course 
none of them could find the slightest proof, and 
how indeed could they find such proof when there 
are always quite a number of fanciers watching 
the kit after dark. I believe the rumours were 
started by persons who had never seen a kit of 
trained birds come to the loft after flying through 
the day, and at least one hour into dark; and to 
those who are stupid enough to take any notice of 
any such blarney as regards my birds, I say to you 
do net waste your timet Get a kit trained to dark 
yourselves, and if they drop on the roof well out 
of sight, try to get them down if you can. I would 
also state that if a pigeon is to drop on the roof 
on competition day, perhaps after it has flown 19 
or more hours, and then immediately travel down 
to the loft when the light*' are pat on, then it 
would also be necessary to train it to do this on 
each outing during its training period. Now bear in 
mind the total number of hours spent by myself, 
and any other fancier who trains in the dark. Bear 
in mind that I flew cocks this year that I had 
been training for four years. You can imagine that 
I now know their every path of flight. I know 
their every movement in the dark. I know exactly 
which bird out of five, six or seven, will alight 
first, after the lights are put on. I know which 
bird will come last. When the birds split I know 
which one will come down immediately without 
any fuss, within seconds of the lights being pat 
on. THOSE FANCIERS WHO COME TO VIEW MY 
BIRDS FOR THE LAST HOUR THREE 
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TIMES A YEAR ON COMPETITION DAYS KNOW 
NOTHING OF THIS. I would say that the birds will 
perform in all ways on competition days, exactly 
as they have been taught to do in training. AND I 
WOULD SAY PLEASE COME TO SEE MY BIRDS 
IN TRAINING AND JUDGE FOR YOURSELVES. 
Apart from the local inhabitants, and local 
Tumbler fanciers, of whom I have many, I believe 
you could count on one hand the number of dub 
fanciers who have been to view my birds in 
training after dart. 

I was taught by my father at the age of 
ten, that Tipplers must always alight on the loft 
after flying, and never upon the roof top6. 
Otherwise that if they did not do this I should 
never be able to fly them a long time, and never 
be able to control them. I never liked killing 
pigeons, but I have witnessed the execution of 
hundreds by my father because they had made the 
mistake of dropping upon the house roof, or 
wireless aerial. 

I cannot see any excuse for anyone trying 
to cause trouble by circulation of unfounded 
rumours, and I think any such proved case of this 
should be brought before the council of the 
N.T.U., in the future. There is far too much of it 
going on in most clubs, and after all, as I have 
pointed out in previous issues that we are only 
flying for 'Peanuts' and let us not try to pull one 
another to pieces. If any of us have any objection 
to any competition the correct procedure is 
entered in our rule book, and there is also a rule 
which covers ungentlemanly behaviour as well. 

Generally the dark flying rules go something 
like this:— 

Dark is termed as being ID minutes after 
lighting up time, as can be ascertained from your 
local paper. The birds as a kit must be seen at 
least once every hour. If the birds split up after 
dark, only one hour is then allowed to induce the 
birds to alight on to the loft. The birds are 
termed as still being in a kit if they can all be 
seen at the same time, regardless of how far they 
are flying apart. As you can imagine they would 
not have to be far apart in the dark, otherwise 
you would not be able to see them all at the same 
time. If the birds split for the first time, then one 
hour only is allowed to get them in. You have no 
need to turn your lights on straight away. You 
may leave your birds flying in split condition for 
as long as you wish, but bear in mind you have 
only one hour, to induce the birds down after 
splitting, and if you were to risk everything by 
leaving them split for say fifty minutes, you would 
then only have the remaining ten minutes left to 
get them down if you had left them flying split 
for nearly one hour before putting the lights on 
and the dropper out. 


Personally I generally put the lights on 
within a few minutes of the kit splitting if they 
are flying low. You know that 'Unity is strength,' 
and whilst they are flying as a kit I always 
believe they are safe from anything that can 
befall them in the dark, but when they are split, I 
do not know how they feel, or if any particular 
one is feeling tired. I have never known this 
happen, but I am always afraid when the kit is 
split, of one bird suddenly taking it into its head 
to make a dive for the shed. This would not be a 
bad thing in itself, but if the bird did this in the 
pitch dark, and missed the shed, and landed in the 
tall grass, which abounds around my loft, I may 
then not be able to find it, and consequently be 
disqualified. 

Something happened to my kit when I was 
flying at Easter 1960, which has always induced 
me, since then, to turn the lights on shortly after 
the birds split. I had become fed up with losing by 
the odd few minutes and so at this Easter I 
decided to let my kit go as long as possible. I left 
them thirty minutes flying split. The referee and I 
could see them quite well at a few minute 
intervals flying in a two and a one formation. 
However, after they had been flying 11/2 hours in 
the dark the odd one decided to fly very low and 
as he came over we saw him collide with an 
uncorked wire, and search as we liked we could 
not find the bird either on the roof or in the 
grass. Consequently I was disqualified, and when 
the results were known, I could have put my lights 
on twenty minutes earlier and won the National 
comfortably. So you can see it does not generally 
pay to leave your kit flying after they lave split. 
Just one point I would like to make clear. If the 
birds split in the dark, you have only one hour to 
get them down, and should they get together 
again after they have first split, no extra time is 
allowed. They definitely have one hour only from 
the first split. 

I was asked recently to give some of the 
secrets of feeding, and of secret tonics. As any 
fancier who has flown any long times will tell you 
there are no secrets. I have flown my best times, 
with the aid of good corn, seeds, a little vitamin 
A & D, and a very weak iron tonic. If there are 
any secrets they are in the training. I feed my 
birds in training on MALTED Barley (NOT 
MALTING BARLEY), Linseed and Hormoform. If 
they will do eight or nine hours twice a week in 
training and are properly trained to fly at least 
one hour into the dark, I ask you what more do 
you want to give them to enahle them to douhle 
their training time? 

I must stop now as the typewriter is getting 
warm and the time is mid-night.

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IDENTIFY AND DEFINE THAT COLOR 
By S. Robert Powell 
Elkdale, PA 



Color designations such as reddish bay, golden bay, lustrous 
black, ashy blue, golden yellow, salmon, golden buff, brilliant red, 
dark red, grayish white, and so on, abound in the color descriptions 
of poultry in all editions of the APA's The American Standard of 
Perfection and the ABA's The Bantam Standard. Those colors are not 
all easily identified and defined by all breeders of poultry. 

. i 

Take for example the color bay. In the 1988 ABA Standard, in 
A Glossary for Bantam Chickens, the color bay is defined as: "A 
reddish brown color approaching the color of a ripened horse chestnut." 
In the 1985 APA Standard, in the Glossary of Technical Terms, bay 
is defined as "a light golden-brown; also an intermingling of red 
and yellow in the iris caused by surface capillaries in the eyes 
of some varieties of fowl." 

But how does one effectively distinguish, the one from the 
other, the various shades of bay? 

BAY: the primaries of the Dark Cornish male are black except 
for a narrow edging of bay on the outer webs. £. 

MAHOGANY BAY: the back and saddle of the Speckled Sussex male 
is a lustrous mahogany bay, each feather having a narrow black stripe 
in the lower half of the web. 

REDDISH BAY: the head of the female Partridge Plymouth Rock is 
a deep reddish bay. 

LIGHT BAY: the body of the Buttercup male is light bay. 

GOLDEN BAY: the plumage of the Golden Sebright is a bright even 
shade of golden bay throughout the entire surface; the head of the 
female Golden-Laced Wyandotte is rich golden bay. 

Those breeders who have a great many years of experience under 
their belts can, perhaps, easily identify and define each of those 
kinds of bay. But what about the rest of us?

The color illustrations in the recent editions of the ABA 
and APA's Standards are, to be sure, very useful. But I recently 
purchased (at the Sussex County Poultry Fanciers' Association 
Spring Show, April 28-29) a copy of the APA's 1910 The American 
Standard of Perfection , and I believe that I now understand better 
than I ever have some of the color descriptions of poultry that 
have long confused me. And this is because of the ^ve c oloir 
plates that are included therein in the Glossary of^Telms (pp. 18-27). 

On those five plates (are they included in any previous or J 
subsequent editions?) feathers of many different colors and feathers 
of several gradations of the same color are shown. 

Plate 1: Grayish White Dark Bars, White Penciled Black Under Color 
Slate, Creamy White, Silvery White Black Stripe Under Color Slate, 
Grayish White Dark Bars. 

Plate 2: Mahogany Bay, Reddish Bay, Light Bay, Golden Bay, Bay. 

Plate 3: White (Edging) Black Bronze Brown, Lustrous Black, Slate 
or Ashy Blue, Mettalic Black Grayish White Bands, Brownish Red. 

Plate 4: Light Brown Stippling Darker Brown, Salmon, Brown 
Stippling Lighter Brown, Golden Yellow Black Stripe, Lustrous Greenish 
Black. 

Plate 5: Buff with Luster, Brilliant Red, Dark Red, Bright Red 
Greenish Black Stripe, Golden Buff. 

Those five color plates are outstanding for at least two reasons: 

(1) they are of excellent quality, (2) each plate shows different 
color feathers and in several instances (bay, for example) feathers 
of several gradations of the same color—which makes learning poultry 
colors and the distinctions among the gradations of particular colors 
fairly straightforward. 

In addition, the 1910 APA Standard contains 102 half-tone 

illustrations by Arthur 0. Schilling, I. W. Burgess, W. Harry Smith, 

Franklane Sewell and Louis Paul Graham.

It also contains information not included in later editions. 

For example, from the 1910 Standard one learns: (1) that it was

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Fred A. Houdlette who suggested the name Wyandotte, in honor of a 
coasting vessel bearding the name Wyandotte, which belonged to his 
father; (2) that Cornish fowls were produced in Cornwall some years 
prior to 184 6 by crossing a Lord Derby Black-Breasted Red Game with 
a Red Aseel imported from India; later on the blood of the Sumatra 
Game was introduced. (The 1985 APA Standard says that "The Dark 
Cornish... is a composite of several different blood lines—Aseel, 
Black Red Old English, and Malay.") 

The 1910 edition of The American Standard of Perfection is a 
treasure, in spite of the fact that some of its illustrations were 
judged inadequate and were replaced in the 1915 edition and in spite 
of the fact that it contains some textual errors which were, of 
course, corrected in later editions. 

Only rarely does one see the 1910 edition of The American 
Standard of Perfection for sale. If you have the chance to buy it, 
and the price is right, don't hesitate. Its virtues are many, most 
notable from this writer's perspective. are the five excellent 
color plates included in the Glossary of^Terms, plates which help 
the fancier to identify and define some of the many different colors 
of poultry.

The Last Mysterious Lady 


Greta Garbo: 1905-1990 


T o icverai generations of moviegoers, 
Greta Garbo was only the world's most 
famous recluse. Wasn’t she the star who, in 
the 1932 film Grand Hotel, had mummied. 
“I want to be alone” and then played out 
that role for the rest of her life? What else 
could excite the old awe when she died last 
week, at 84, from complications 
of kidney disease? After all, 

Garbo stopped making movies 
when she was 36, nearly a half- 
century ago. She never won an 
Oscar. She worked with few 
good directors, made fewer great 
films than any star of compara¬ 
ble magnitude. She appeared in 
14 silent features, then 14 talkies 
beginning in 1930—but even in 
| that era her fervid, hypnotic style 
| of acting was an odd anachro- 
' nism. Except in drag dubs, she 
I inspired no real imitators. But 
| Garbo was more than a camp 
| goddess. She was just the most 
haunting beauty, and the finest 
j actress, in movie history. 

“What, when drunk, one secs 
I in other women," Kenneth 
! Tynan wrote, “one sees in Gar bu 
sober.” But it wasn't the beauty 
alone that intoxicated. Garbo 
used her severe gorgeousness to 
suggest that the characters she 
played were creatures from a no¬ 
bler, alien world, doomed to ex¬ 
ile among the puny men and 
cramped conventions of earth. 

She was typecast as the siren who 
lures men to hell, only to get 
there first; but her pained dignity 
gave the lie to clicht. This Garbo 
lived by a standard too high for 
men to reach, so they grabbed what they 
could touch—her body. “How little you 
know of love,” she sighs in A Woman of Af¬ 
fairs. “my kind of love.” Her films, from 
Flesh and die Devd to The Mysterious Lady, 
fron lAnna Christie to Anna Karenina, were 
a master course in the varieties of that kind 
of love: desperate, consuming, exalted. 
They were also lessons in her kind of star 
acting. Cinema would never again sec its 
like. 

The Garbo charisma was a creation as 
mysterious in its genesis as in its impact 
She was born Greta GitsUdsson to a poor 
Stockholm family, and at first she gave lit¬ 
tle hint of her unique hold on the camera. 
In early publicity films she giggles and 
models dresses or gorges on a cream puff. 


There is np beauty here, no acting ability. 
What could Mauritz Stiller, the pioneer 
Swedish director, have seen in this plump 
teenager? Maybe the future of movies. He 
changed her name to Garbo, cast her as the 
young female lead in his The Story of Gosta 
Berimg (1924), then brought her along to 
Hollywood. The rest of their stoiy is too 
trite and tragic for even a Garbo veuicle. 



Stiller was fired from The Temptress, their 
only American film together. He went 
borne and died two years later. 

From then on, and despite headline- 
grabbing flirtations with John Gilbert and 
Leopold Stokowski, Garbo became in eflea 
the indentured mistress of her movie studio, 
Mctro-Goldwyn-Mayer. This most galva¬ 
nizing of actresses was the most passive of 
stars. At MGM's urging, the young Gaibo 
slimmed down, had her teeth capped, ad¬ 
justed her hairline. Her most enduring stu¬ 
dio ally was her doting cinematographer, 
William Daniels. Garbo must have felt cum- 
foi tabic, suiioundcd by MGM's middle¬ 
brow high glass. She may not have cared 
that its gentility suffocated her films, so long 
as she could breathe her artistry into them. 


And she did, in the most improbable of 
circumstances. She could be a convincing 
“older woman,” older than Eve, when 
barely out of her teens. She could find tem¬ 
porary haven in the spindly arms of any cal¬ 
low leading man MGM cast opposite her, 
or in the mature embrace of a Gilbert or 
John Barrymore. She could play vibrant 
love scenes with iust a vase of Sowers (A 
Woman of Affairs) or bedroom furniture 
(Queen Christina). She could suggest regal 
exhaustion with the minutest shift in pos¬ 
ture, then fling an extravagant gesture at 
the movie audience, daring it to laugh. She 
could laugh at herself too, as in Ernst Lu- 
bitsch’s delicious Ninotchka 
(1939). When asked, “Do you 
It want to be alone. Comrade?" 
! she snaps back, “No!" 

She was alone, in an acting 
empyrean, in George Cukor's 
1937 Camille. As the selfless 
courtesan Marguerite Gautier, 
in Garbo transforms her face into 
j; a life-and-death mask, and Du¬ 
mas's melodrama into riauur.nl 
tragedy. Every calculated au¬ 
dacity—the hint of disintegra¬ 
tion in the eyes, the dry little 
laugh exploding into a tubercu¬ 
lar cough, the weight of a 
thoughtful passion that gives 
substance to every line of dia¬ 
logue—testifies to Garbo's 
acute, intuitive knowledge of 
screen acting, and it allows her 
to play Marguerite at high pitch 
and with perfect precision. At 
the end, as she dies reconciled 
with her lover, she is both a 
helpless child and a hoarse old 
woman, whispering pleas and 
forgiveness. No other actress 
could create such a perform 
ancc, or get away with iL 

In Two-Faced Woman, Garbo 
exits a cocktail party and says 
brightly, “I look forward to my 
return.” She never did return; 
this amiable 1941 comedy was

Carbondale Public Library 
May 15,1990

The reg ular monthly meeting for May of the Board of Directors of the 
Carbondale Public Library took place on the 15th in the Board Room on the 
second floor of the Library building. 

Present were: Bob Vandenberg, Joseph Pascoe, David Saint Ledger, Kitty 
Kelly, Anne Muldoon, Aubrey Staple, Marguerite Famularo, and S. Robert Powell. 
The minutes of the April 1990 meeting were read by the Recording Secretary, S. 
Robert Powell. It was moved by Kitty Kelly, with a second by Joseph Pascoe, 
that the minutes be approved as read and placed on file. The motion carried. 

Aubrey Staple read the Treasurer's Report for April. It was moved (Saint 
Ledger) and seconded (Washeleski) that the Treasurer's Report be approved as 
read and placed on file. The motion carried. 

Bob Vandenberg reported that he and Aubrey S. had spoken with officers 
of the Community Bank and Trust Company on the matter of a loan to finance 
the bringing up to code of the Library building. It seems likely that the CBiTC 
can lend the Library $80,000 for five years at 5 3/4% interest. The Pioneer 
American Bank Corporation quoted a rate of 7.25% for 5-7 years for the same 
sum, on the stipulation that all Library deposits be maintained at trie PABC. 

Library Week: the Orbis display, courtesy of Jack and Kathryn Race, was 
on view at the Library and was described by many as being very interesting. 
Unfortunately, not a great many residents came to the Library to view the 
interesting display. Aubrey Staple reported that he was at the Clifford Airfield 
to witness the return of Jack and Kathryn Race from their Lindberg Tour of the 
United States. 

Ann M. reported that to date the Library has received $1264 from the fund 
drive letter, which was mailed out the first week of May. Over 350 letters were 
sent out and 59 replies have been received to date. 

Bob V. reported that he can not locate a contractor who is willing to do 
the roof repair work required at the Library. Bob will speak to the original 
roofing contractor who did the work at the Library and ask him if he can 
recommend someone who can/will be willing to do the work. 

Bob V. reported that the Governor's Conference on libraries at the 
University of Scranton a week ago Sunday was very informative. 

Bob V. ai-<y> reported that there have been editorials and articles in the 
local papers supporting the ne^d for more funding for libraries ("Rising Costs 
Force Libraries to Ask More Aid," by Patrick McKenna, Times, 5/6/90; the 
editorial in the Tribune of 5/10 also backed the need for more funding for 
libraries). 

On May 9, 1990, Bob V. wrote a letter to the County (and hand delivered 
it) on the matter of bringing the Library building up to code. In that letter it 
was requested that the County finance the bringing up to code of the building 
over a 4-5 year period ($69,689). 

Bill Kaufmann and Bob Vandenberg attended the County Library Board 
meeting on May 9. The entire Board was present. At that meeting a ^% increase 
was granted to the Carbondale Library ($79,000). Most of the libraries in tiie 
system got a 7% increase; the Abington Library got a 15% increase. The County 
system is 1/12 short of all funds allocated. There are $200,000 (provisional) in 
capital improvements in the County's budget. If that capital improvements item 
becomes a reality, the Carbondale library will be granted $83,000. Bob 
Vandenberg will send a copy of his letter of 5/9/90 to the County to Architect 
Tom Horlacher. 
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It was recommended that the Library send the CB&TC a letter and thank 
them for their support (through a very fair interest rate) of the Library's 
h i Hidin g proposal and t^n them that that rate was an important component in the 
Library's letter to the County. 

Beginning on the third Saturday in June, Anne M. reported, the Library 
will be closed on Saturdays during the Summer. The Saturday after Labor Day 
the Library will again re-open on Saturdays. 

President Bob Vandenberg was congratulated for his role in the Gymanfa 
Ganu held recently at the First Methodist Church of Carbondale. Board member 
Kitty Kelly reported that she and her Aunt Mary Norton thorughly enjoyed the 
Welsh Song Festival and remarked that the performance of "How Great Thou 
Art" was especially memorable. 

At 8:30 P.M. it was moved (Staple) and seconded (Famularo) that the 
meeting be adjourned. The motion carried.

The regular monthly meeting of the Administrative Board of the Berean

(Tonkin) that the Church buy 24 Bibles, at $5 each. The motion carried. Card 
also reported that the Church Picnic will take place on June 16th at 
Merli-Samoski Park and that tickets will be $1.00 each. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE: Three bills, totalling $41.37, were presented for 
payment by June Booths, Chair of the Finance Committee. It was moved (Chubb) 
and seconded (Martin) that the hills be paid.

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06-16-1990 


Dear David and Andy: 

Thank you for your letter of June 1, 1990. 

I get the feeling that you are annoyed with me and/or the 
FTA over the Zone 2 question. PLEASE allow me to explain the 
matter further. 

Many members of the FTA (myself included) think that a fly 
schedule should be set up for FTA members who live in the South 
and who have to deal with very high temperatures and very high 
humidity during the period from April through September. So, yes, 
by all means, let's have a Zone 2 schedule. 

The problem with the Zone 2 scheduling (as I tried to explain 
in the 5/29/90 NEWSLETTER) is -:hat if the FTA is to have a Zone 2 
fly schedule (AND I THINK WE SHOULD), it must be officially voted 
upon by the Executive Board or the membership of the FTA. My 
predecessor in the job of Secretary of the FTA, Felix Khan, was 
the person who initially set up the Zone 2 fly schedule. The only 
problem with what Mr. Khan did is that he did not get the approval 
of th,e Executive Board or the membership before announcing in the 
FTA NEWSLETTER (then called "Tippler Tales") that a Zone 2 fly 
schedule had been established. Organizations such as the FTA must 
be goverened by explicitly stated and officially approved by-laws 
and/or constitutions. Without such constitutions and by-laws, 
there is only chaos, which is why I stated in the FTA NEWSLETTER 
of 5/29/90 (p. 6, column 2): 

"If there are to be Zone 2 flys for 1990, it would appear to 
me that someone in the FTA will have to make a written 
proposal to the Executive Board of the FTA that there be 
Zone 2 flys for 1990 and that proposal will have to be acted 
upon in time by the Executive Board for flyers in Zone 2 to 
prepare for those flys, which were scheduled last year for 
the period from mid-October to the end of the year." 

In your letter to me of 6-1-1990, you state: "We do not want 
to feed a conflict... So we withdraw." PLEASE BE ASSURED THAT THERE 
IS NO CONFLICT. I STRONGLY URGE YOU NOT TO WITHDRAW. There is no 
conflict on the matter, none at all. All that has to be done to 
make the Zone 2 fly schedule a reality is this: 

A member in good standing of the FTA (you, for example) will 
have to send a written request to the President that a Zone 2 
fly schedule be adopted by the FTA. The proposal should be 
as specific as possible, giving proposed dates (if possible) 
for the flya, as well as any other particulars (young birds, 
old birds, number of birds to be flown, etc.) that are rec¬ 
ommended for the proposed fly schedule. The proposal will 
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then be considered by the Executive Board and voted upon. 

If the Board says that a Zone 2 fly schedule should be 
adopted by the FTA, the necessary provisions will be in¬ 
serted in the Constitution and By-Laws of the FTA, and 
that will be that. 

There is no reason in the world why the FTA could not easily 
adopt a Zone 2 fly schedule. Given the immense geographic area 
that is covered by the FTA, a Zone 2 fly schedule makes perfect 
sense. 

I hope that this letter will help to clarify this matter 
for you and that you are not annoyed with me and/or the FTA over 
the Zone 2 question. If there is some aspect of this question 
that you feel that I have not adequately explained, just let me 
know and I will give it my best to clear away the clouds, so to 
speak. It is, I believe, very important that an open and frank 
dialogue continue under all circumstances.

Thank you for the copy of your letter to David Fuller of June 11, 
1990. A copy of David and Andy Fuller's letter to me of June 1, 1990, 
as well as a copy of my reply to them of June 16, 1990, are enclosed. 

Your letter of June 6 and check (//1430 for $1.50) for a Fly Report 
Form for the Long Day Fly have been received, and you have very 
probably already received the Fly Report Form for that fly that I 
mailed to you on June 12th. 

The Executive Board of the FTA has not approved your request that 
Rex Leon be approved as an Official System timer for your fly in the 
FTA's Spring Fly I, April 21-22, 1990. 

Just for the record, I think it important that you know: 

--that the vote was not unanimous; 

—that the Executive Board has no doubt that Rex Leon can do a 
£Ood job of timing an FTA fly; 

--that many members of the Executive Board believe that provisions 
should be inserted in the FTA's Constitution and By-Laws that 
will make it possible (in the future) for a flyer, such as 
yourself, to use a timer, such as Rex Leon, for an Official 
System fly. 

The Executive Board did remark in the discussions of your request 
that: 

—the FTS is not an affiliated local club of the FTA; 

_if an FTA member can not locate an FTA member to serve as an 

Official System timer but knows someone who is qualified to 
serve as an Official System timer for an FTA fly, the problem 
of locating a timer could be solved if the person who is qualified 
to serve as an Official System timer (but who is not an FTA 
member) were to join the FTA; 

--the difficulty of finding an Official System timer is one that 
a great many members of the FTA confront and that the FTA will 
have to arrive at a solution to the problem (revise the Con¬ 
stitution and By-Laws) if the FTA is to remain a viable organi- 
zation. 

If I can offer any clarifications on the Executive Board's 
thinking in arriving at the decision reached in your request, I shall 
be pleased to do so. 

I hope that the Executive Board's decision on your request will 
not prevent you from participating in the Long Day Fly.

DWP and I spent the day in Scranton job junting. We re-affirmed our 
presence and needs at Lackawanna Junior College and also at Allied 
Services. We have both applied for several jobs at LJC and for three 
jobs at Allied Services. At this point, we will both go with whatever 
comes along. Today begins our third week, I believe, of very active 
job seeking and still no offers, although we surely have some encouraging 
nibbles. Mom and Dad have both gotten fairly actively emotionally in¬ 
volved in the process and that is comforting. 

Yesterday was Father's Day and DWP and I gave Dad two Red Rhodendron 
plants, which he has plarted out in the area of the present dog coops, 
which, interestingly enough, used to be where Grandma Russell had her 
very lovely flower garden. 

Clyde Seamans began the June cutting of the Elkdale Cemetery last night. 
The blade on the Cemetery's lawnmower was badly in need of sharpening 
and we took the blade over to the Seamans farm and Alvin (Clyde's father) 
sharpened the blade beautifully. Such nice people. At one time there 
were mostly people like the Seamans family in the country. Now people 
such as the Seamans family are very rare—in the country or anywhere. 

The last incubator hatch of the season took place on 06-16-90: there 
rfere fourteen Black and Cuckoo Belgian Bantam eggs: about 1/3 Cuckoo 
and the remainder Black. Three of the embryos died before hatching 
but eleven did not and the eleven beautiful chicks that hatched are 
now in a brooder box on the dining hall table with the 6 Belgians 
(3 Cuckoo and 3 Black) that hatched on 06-08-90. The older chicks 
are wonderful guides for the young chicks and already the younger 
chicks are acting very grown up. There are twelve additional Belgian 
eggs under incubation under hens out in the poultry house: nine under 
an Orpington and 3 under an American Game Bantam. They are due to 
hatch on 06-26-90, which is a week from tomorrow. AND THAT WILL BE 
IT FOR CHICKS HATCHED THIS SEASON! I'm sure that I've said that before, 
but it's final now. Chicks hatched after this month are too young to 
put up easily with the cold weather in late-September and after. I 
can't imagine how many chicks I must now have all totaled, probably 
about 60.

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IDENTIFY AND DEFINE THAT COLOR 
By S. Robert Powell

Color designations such as reddish bay, golden bay, lustrous 
black, ashy blue, golden yellow, salmon, golden buff, brilliant red, 
dark red, grayish white, and so on, abound in the color descriptions 
of poultry in all editions of the APA's The American Standard of 
Perfection and the ABA's The Bantam Standard . Those colors are not 
all easily identified and defined by all breeders of poultry. 

j 

Take for example the color bay. In the 1988 ABA Standard, in 
A Glossary for Bantam Chickens, the color bay is defined as: "A 
reddish brown color approaching the color of a ripened hors^ chestnut. 
In the 1985 APA Standard, in the Glossary of Technical Terms, bay 
is defined as "a light golden-brown: also an intermingling of red 
and yellow in the iris caused by surface capillaries in the eyes 
of some varieties of fowl." 

But how does one effectively distinguish, the one from the 
other, the various shades of bay? 

BAY: the primaries of the Dark Cornish male are black except 
for a narrow edging of bay on the outer webs. 

MAHOGANY BAY: the back and saddle of the Speckled Sussex male 
is a lustrous mahogany bay, each feather having a narrow black stripe 
in the lower half of the web. 

REDDISH BAY: the head of the female Partridge Plymouth Rock is 
a deep reddish bay. 

LIGHT BAY: the body of the Buttercup male is light bay. 

GOLDEN BAY: the plumage of the Golden Sebright is a bright even 
shade of golden bay throughout the entire surface: the head of the 
female v^olden-Laced Wyandotte is rich golden bay. 

Those breeders who have a great many years of experience under 
their belts can, perhaps, easily identify and define each of those 
kinds of bay. But what about the rest of us? 
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The color illustrations in the recent editions of the ABA 
and APA's Standards are, to be sure, very useful. But I recently 
purchased (at the Sussex County Poultry Fanciers’ Association 
Spring Show, April 28-29) a copy of the APA's 1910 The American 
Standard of Perfection , and I believe that I now understand better 
than I ever have some of the color descriptions of poultry that 
have long confused me. And this is because of the f^ve 
plates that are included therein in the Glossary of^ Team's C fpp. 18-27). 

On those five plates (are they included in any previous or J 
subsequent editions?) feathers of many different colors and feathers 
of several gradations of the same color are shown. 

Plate 1: Grayish White Dark Bars, White Penciled Black Under Color 
Slate, Creamy White, Silvery White Black Stripe Under Color Slate, 
Grayish White Dark Bars. 

Plate 2: Mahogany Bay, Reddish Bay, Light Bay, Golden Bay, Bay. 

Plate 3: White (Edging) Black Bronze Brown, Lustrous Black, Slate 
or Ashy Blue, Mettalic Black Grayish White Bands, Brownish Red. 

Plate 4: Light Brown Stippling Darker Brown, Salmon, Brown 
Stippling Lighter Brown, Golden Yellow Black Stripe, Lustrous Greenish 
Black. 

Plate 5: Buff with Luster, Brilliant Red, Dark Red, Bright Red 
Greenish Black Stripe, Golden Buff. 

Those five color plates are outstanding for at least two reasons: 

(1) they are of excellent quality, (2) each plate shows different 
color feathers and in several instances (bay, for example) feathers 
of several gradations of the same color—which makes learning poultry 
colors and the distinctions among the gradations of particular colors 
fairly straightforward.

It also contains information not included in later editions. 

For example, from the 1910 Standard one learns: (1) that it was

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Fred A. Houdlette who suggested the name Wyandotte, in honor of a 
coasting vessel bearding the name Wyandotte, which belonged to his 
father; (2) that Cornish fowls were produced in Cornwall some years 
prior to 1846 by crossing a Lord Derby Black-Breasted Red Game with 
a Red Aseel imported from India; later on the blood of the Sumatra 
Game was introduced. (The 1985 APA Standard says that "The Dark 
Cornish... is a composite of several different blood lines—Aseel, 
Black Red Old English, and Malay.")

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Board of Directors' Meeting 
Carbondale Puhlic Library 
May 15, 1990 

The tegular monthly meeting for May of the Board of Directors of the 
Carbondale Public Library took place on the 15th in the Board Room on the 
second floor of the Library building. 

Present were: Bob Vandenberg, Joseph Pascoe, David Saint Ledger, Kitty 
Kelly, Anne Muldoon, Aubrey Staple, Marguerite Famularo, and S. Robert PowelL 
The minutes of the April 1990 meeting were read by the Recording Secretary, S. 
Robert PowelL It was moved by Kitty Kelly, with a second by Joseph Pascoe, 
that the minutes be approved as read and placed on fiie. The motion carried. 

Aubrey Staple read the Treasurer's Report for ApriL It was moved (Saint 
Ledger) and seconded (Washeleski) that the Treasurer's Report be approved as 
read and placed on file. The motion carried. 

Bob Vandenberg reported that he and Aubrey S. had spoken with officers 
of the Community Bank and Trust Company on the matter of a loan to finance 
the bringing up to code of the Library building. It seems likely that the CB&TC 
can lend the Library $80,000 for five years at 5 3/4% interest. The Pioneer 
American Bank Corporation quoted a rate of 7.25% for 5-7 years for the same 
sum, on the stipulation that all Library deposits be maintained at the PABC. 

Library Week: the Ortas display, courtesy of Jack and Kathryn Race, was 
on view at the Library and was describee by many as being very interesting. 
Unfortunately, not a great many residents came to the Library to view the 
interesting display. Aubrey Staple reported that he was at the Clifford Airfield 
to witness the return of Jack and Kathryn Race from their Lindberg Tour of the 
United States. 

Ann M. reported that to date the Library has received $1264 from the fund 
drive letter, which was mailed out the first week of May. Over 350 letters were 
sent out and 59 replies lave been received to date. 

Bob V. reported that he can not locate a contractor who is willing to do 
the roof repair work required at the Library. Bob will speak to the original 
roofing contractor who did the work at the Library and ask him if he can 
recommend someone who can/will be willing to do the work. 

Bob V. reported that the Governor's conference or. libra ries at the 
University of Scranton a week ago Sunday was very informative. 

Bob V. also reported that there have been editorials and articles in the 
local papers supporting the need for more funding for libraries ("Rising Costs 
Force Libraries to Ask More Aid," by Patrick McKenna, Times, 5/6/90; the 
editorial in the Tribune of 5/10 also backed the need for more funding for 
libraries). 

On May 9, 1990, Bob V. wrote a letter to the County (and hand delivered 
it) on the matter of bringing the Library building up to code. In that letter it 
was requested that the County finance the bringing up to code of the building 
over a 4-5 year period ($69,689). 

Bill Kaufmann and Bob Vandenberg attended the County Library Board 
meeting on May 9. The entire Board was present. At that meeting a ^% increase 
was granted to the Carbondale Library ($79,000). Most of the libraries in uie 
system got a 7% increase; the Abington Library got a 15% increase. The County 
system is 1/12 short of all funds allocated. There are $200,000 (provisional) in 
capital improvements in the County's budget. If that capital improvements item 
becomes a reality, the Carbondale library will be granted $83,000. Bob 
Vandenberg will send a copy of his letter of 5/9/90 to the County to Architect 
Tom Horlacher. 
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It was recommended that the Library send the CB&TC a letter and thank 
them for their support (through a very fair interest rate) of the Library's 
h .Hidin g proposal and tell them that that rate was an important component in the 
Library's letter to the County. 

Beginning on the third Saturday in June, Anne M. reported, the Library 
will be closed on Saturdays during the Summer. The Saturday after Labor Day 
the Library will again re-open on Saturdays. 

President Bob Vandenberg was congratulated for his role in the Gymanfa 
Ganu held recently at the First Methodist Church of carbondale. Board member 
Kitty Kelly reported that she and her Aunt Mary Norton thorughly enjoyed the 
Welsh Song Festival and remarked that the performance of ’How Great Thou 
Art’ was especially memorahle. 

At 8:30 P.M. it was moved (Staple) and seconded (Famularo) that the 
meeting be adjourned. The motion carried.

The regular monthly meeting of the Administrative Board of the Berean

In addition, it was reported that the Church needs to order 
Bibles for those going into Fourth Grade. It was moved (Chubb) and seconded 
(Tonkin) that the Church buy 24 Bibles, at $5 each. The motion carried. Carol 
also reported that the Church Picnic will take place on June 16th at 
Merli-Sarnoski Park and that tickets will be $1.00 each. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE: Three bills, totalling $41.37, were presented for 
payment by June Booths, Chair of the Finance Committee. It was moved (Chubb) 
and seconded (Martin) that the hills be paid. The motion carried. 
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June Booths reported that Don Seigle has put up a schedule for the 
Sextant as to her specific duties and that the Church would like a specific 
accounting of the work performed. It was pointed out that the enamel in the 
toilets was being scratched by some cleaning device and that the yard work 
around the Church building was not being accomplished in a timely manner. 

A Yard Sale for the benefit of the paving project will be conducted at the 
residence of Ethel and Earl Parry, R. D. 1, Carbondale over the Memorial Day 
weekend.

Dear David and Andy: 

Thank you for your letter of June 1, 1990. 

I get the feeling that you are annoyed with me and/or the 
FTA over the Zone 2 question. PLEASE allow me to explain the 
matter further. 

Many members of the FTA (myself included) think that a fly 
schedule should be set up for FTA members who live in the South 
and who have to deal with very high temperatures and very high 
humidity during the period from April through September. So, yes, 
by all means, let's have a Zone 2 schedule. 

The problem with the Zone 2 scheduling (as I tried to explain 
in the 5/29/90 NEWSLETTER) is that if the FTA is to have a Zone 2 
fly schedule (AND I THINK WE SHOULD) , it must be officially voted 
upon by the Executive Board or the membership of the FTA. My 
predecessor in the job of Secretary of the FTA, Felix Khan, was 
the person who initially set up the Zone 2 fly schedule. The only 
problem with what Mr. Khan did is that he did not get the approval 
of th.e Executive Board or the membership before announcing in the 
FTA NEWSLETTER (then called "Tippler Tales") that a Zone 2 fly 
schedule had been established. Organizations such as the FTA must 
be goverened by explicitly stated and officially approved by-laws 
and/or constitutions. Without such constitutions and by-laws, 
there is only chaos, which is why I stated in the FTA NEWSLETTER 
of 5/29/90 (p. 6, column 2): 

"If there are to be Zone 2 flys for 1990, it would appear to 
me that someone in the FTA will have to make a written 
proposal to the Executive Board of the FTA that there be 
Zone 2 flys for 1990 and that proposal will have to be acted 
upon in time by the Executive Board for flyers in Zone 2 to 
prepare for those flys, which were scheduled last year for 
the period from mid-October to the end of the year." 

In your letter to me of 6-1—1990, you state: "We do not want 
to feed a conflict... So we withdraw." PLEASE BE ASSURED THAT THERE 
IS NO CONFLICT. I STRONGLY URGE YOU NOT TO WITHDRAW. There is no 
conflict on the matter, none at all. All that has to be done to 

make the Zone 2 fly schedule a reality is this: 

A member in good standing of the FTA (you, for example) will 
have to send a written request to the President that a Zone 2 
fly schedule be adopted by the FTA. The proposal should be 
as specific as possible, giving proposed dates (if possible) 
for the flys, as well as any other particulars (young birds., 
old birds, number of birds to be flown, etc.) that are rec¬ 
ommended for the proposed fly schedule. The proposal will 
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then be considered by the Executive Board and voted upon. 

If the Board says that a Zone 2 fly schedule should be 
adopted by the FTA, the necessary provisions will be in¬ 
serted in the Constitution and By-Laws of the FTA, and 
that will be that. 

There is no reason in the world why the FTA could not easily 
adopt a Zone 2 fly schedule. Given the immense geographic area 
that is covered by the FTA, a Zone 2 fly schedule makes perfect 
sense. 

I hope that this letter will help to clarify this matter 
for you and that you are not annoyed with me and/or the FTA over 
the Zone 2 question. If there is some aspect of this question 
that you feel that I have not adequately explained, just let me 
know and I will give it my best to clear away the clouds, so to 
epeak. It is, I believe, very important that an open and frank 
dialogue continue under all circumstances.

06-18-1990 


DWP and I spent the day in Scranton job junting. We re-affirmed our 
presence and needs at Lackawanna Junior College and also at allied 
Services. We have both applied for several jobs at LJC and for three 
jobs at Allied Services. At this point, we will both go with whatever 
comes along. Today begins our third week, I believe, of very active 
job seeking and still no offers, although we surely have some encouraging 
nibbles. Mom and Dad have both gotten fairly actively emotionally in¬ 
volved in the process and that is comforting. 

Yesterday was Father's Day and DWP and I gave Dad two Red Rhodendron 
plants, which he has planted out in the area of the present dog coops, 
which, interestingly enough, used to be where Grandma Russell had her 
very lovely flower garden. 

Clyde Seamans began the June cutting of the Elkdale Cemetery last night. 
The blade on the Cemetery's lawnmower was badly in need of sharpening 
and we took the blade over to the Seamans farm and Alvin (Clyde’s father) 
sharpened the blade beautifully. Such nice people. At one time there 
were mostly people like the Seamans family in the country. Now people 
such as the Seamans family are very rare--in the country or anywhere. 

The last incubator hatch of the season took place on 06-16-90: there 
were fourteen Black and Cuckoo Belgian Bantam eggs: about 1/3 Cuckoo 
and the remainder Black. Three of the embryos died before hatching 
but eleven did not and the eleven beautiful chicks that hatched are 
now in a brooder box on the dining hall table with the 6 Belgians 
(3 Cuckoo and 3 Black) that hatched on 06-08-90. The older chicks 
are wonderful guides for the young chicks and already the younger 
chicks are acting very grown up. There are twelve additional Belgian 
eggs under incubation under hens out in the poultry house: nine under 
an Orpington and 3 under an American Game Bantam. They are due to 
hatch on 06-26-90, which is a week from tomorrow. AND THAT WILL BE 
IT FOR CHICKS HATCHED THIS SEASON! I'm sure that I’ve said that before, 
but it's final now. Chicks hatched after this month are too young to 
put up easily with the cold weather in late-September and after. I 
can't imagine how many chicks I must now have all totaled, probably 
about 60. 

Tomorrow will be the sixth anniversary of my residence at Elkdale: 
on June 19, 1984 I moved here from 8 Hendrick Lane in Carbondale. In 
many ways, of course, it seems like 20 years that I have lived here. 

Peonies and Foxglove and Delphinium now out in the garden; Columbine 
and Lupines and Oriental Poppies now on the wane; Lilies of all kinds. 
Phlox, Astilbe, Daisies and many others all moving rapidly in the direc¬ 
tion of blooming. Very beautiful. The character of my garden this 
year is that of a wild herbaceous border: so dense is the garden with 
robust perennials that it is fairly difficult for me to make my way 
through the garden. After about 500,000 of the "Hippie" Poppies bloom, 

I will make some paths and install some order in the garden. AT the 
moment I am enjoying the wildness of it all.
